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FIERCE AIR 
FIGHTS BY 
BIG FORCES 


IERCE battles with packs of 
F German fighters were fought 


by R.A.F. crews in Monday | 


night’s raids on Dortmund, in the 
Ruhr and Brunswick, 110 miles 
west of Berlin. The combats between 
bombers and fighters .oov place in 
great concentrations of searchlights 
and in the midst of terrible flak. 
Thirty-five planes are missing from 
the nights operations, which in- 
cluded heavy attacks on railway 
centres at Orleans and: Le Mans, 
and raids on Ludwigshaven and an 
airfield in Belgium. 

The British Air Ministry News 
Service said that seven minutes after 
the attack on Dortmund began 
there were six explosions in 
three minutes, The first and 
largest lit up the whole town, 
so that the streets and buildings 
could be clearly seen. One bomber 
group had 13 combats, six of them 
over Dortmund. 

Major- Gustav Freytag, Air Cor- 
respondent of the German News 
Agency, said that two groups ot 
British bombers flew into Germany. 
One group which flew towards 
Central Germany was subjected to 
constant attacks by German fighters 
and many were shot down before 
reaching the _ targets. On “ the 
return journey the German aight- 
fighters “stuck like leeches to the 
British formations,” and many air 
combats were fought. 


1,000 FIGHTERS 


Yesterday strong forces of the 
U.S. Eighth Air Force bombers, 
escorted by more than 1,000 US. 
fighters, attacked aerodromes and 
marshalling yards in France and 
targets tn Western Germany, while 
R.A.F. Mustangs carried out sup- 
porting sweeps. Fighters and fighter- 
bombers of the Second Tactical 
Air Force resumed attacks in 
Northern France and the Low 
Countries, and bombed military 
goods trains. 

According to the U.S. Head- 
quarters report strong forces of the 
Fighth Air Force bombed railroad 
targets at Epinal and Chaumont, 
and aerodromes at Avord, Orleans- 
Briey. Bourges, Etampes-Mondeser, 
Caen and Chateau-Duns, More than 
1,000 fighters of the 8th and 9th 
Air Forces carried out supporting 
sweeps. One bomber and three 
fighters are missing. 

The 1,000 odd fighters which 
escorted the heavy bombers was 
the greatest fighter force ever sent 
upon a single mission, according to 
American Headquarters. 


PORTSMOUTH HIT 


Six of the German raiders which 
flew over the coastal district of 
Southern England and East Anglia 
on Monday night were shot down. 
The British Air Ministry News Ser- 
vice says that. two Junkers 
bombers were intercepted at sea 
by night fighters of Air Defence 
of Great Britain, and shot down 
in flames. 


said that bombs’ whic 
dropped by raiders caused some 
damage and casualties, including a 
small number of people killed. 

The German News Agency stated 
that Portsmouth was attacked by 
bombers in considerable strength, 
and in a few minutes spreading fires 
could be observed. The attack 
lasted for twenty minutes, and a 
large quantity of high explosive and 
incendiary bombs were dropped. 
Widespread destruction, it said, wa’ 
caused in the harbour area.

Allied tactical air forces provided 
an aerial spearhead for the Anzio 
drive, with 500 to 700 bombers 
attacking German _ supplies - and 
troop concentrations within a 50 
miles radius of Rome 


SURPRISE 


_ The land battle is raging at points 

little more than 2Q miles north of 
Terracina—one of the principal 
objectives of the Fifth Army’s 
coastal drive along the Tyrrhenian 
Sea. Two British atacks—one on 
Monday night and the other early 
yesterday—signalled its opening. 
First reports indicate that these 
blows were most successful. 

Later American forces joined the 
offensive, which, apparently, took 
the Germans by surprise in the 
Initial stages. we 

The “general bearing ” of the new 
offensive, according .to the German 
commentator, Captain Sertorius, is 
towards the eastern (Littoria) and 
north-eastern (Cisterna) sectors of 
the German ring.
